DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the communication dated 03/29/2006, claims 55-69 are pending in this 
office action as the result of the cancellation of claims 17-25, 27-35, 37-45, 47-48, 50-51 and 53- 
54 and the addition of claims 55-69. 

2. This application is a Division of 09/632,212 filed on August 03, 2000 now patent number 
6,782,387. 

Abstract 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to 
assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for 
details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. (Emphasis added).

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 55-69 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Regarding claims 55-69, the language in these newly added claims is incomprehensible, 
in particular the function of the document name generating part. As present, the language 
describes an incoherent function, thereby rendering it difficult to follow. The Examiner finds it 
impossible to search for appropriate prior art. 

Regarding claims 55-59, these claims are incomplete for omitting essential structural 
cooperative relationships of elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative 
relationships are: components such as a document managing part, a document data coupling 
control part and a document name generating part are not connected to each other. Each of 
components recites non-related and separated functionality. 
Regarding claim 

Regarding claims 60-69, these claims are incomplete for omitting essential cooperative 
relationships of elements. See MPEP § 2172.01. The steps of managing, controlling and 
causing are not connected to each other.
